by far the largest pu blic elementary school in the Kingdom, and it is among 
the most officient, efficiency in a large echool beirg increasingly difficult to 


obtain because, wiktle in a small school the pupils may be at a particular 
time peculiarly gifted children, a large achool represents always merely 
an average of ability. 


The statistics which we recently gave of the. 
school were criticised by one of our correspondents, but his remarks 


called forth a rejoinder from the Head Master, Mr. Moses Angel, 


fo long and a0 honourably associated with the school, and the net result of the dis- 
cussion is that the school stands higher than ever in the general estimation, while 
other Jewish schools, as that at Manchester for example, or the Western and 
the Borough schcols continue to earn acknowledgments for useful work. The 


“new regulations of the Council of Education, would, it was feared, press unduly 


hard upon large schools by restricting the number of pupil teachers employed 
to acertain fiznre per school, instead of to a percentage of the pupils; but a 
statesman so well acquainted with educational ceeds as is Mr. Mundella may be 
trusted, we believe, to deal satisfactorily with this and other questions if the 
proper representations are.made to him. The figures with which we. have 
prefaced these observations are sufficient to show that the old contidence in the 
school is stronger than ever among those who supply it. with the raw waterial 
to be worked up by Mr. Angel and Miss Lipman into intelligent little echolars, and 
thata very fair proportion, indeed, of the tote] number of pupils do actually attend.

THR CEREMONY OF CHALITZA. 

The ancient ceremony of Chalitza bas been made the subject of an action 
succeesfully brought by a childless Jewish widow of Pesth against her brother- 
'n-law. It appears that w! ilst he bad privately expressed himself as being 
willing to accede to his si+ter-in law's request that he should conform to tbe 
atipulations laid down in Deuteronomy xxv. 5-10, on condition that she made a 
heavy pecuniary sacrifice in his favour, in public he declared that his advanced 
ideas and his views on religious ¢eremovies forbade his lending himself to so 
antiquated an act as that of the Chali(za.. The widow, unable to accept his 
selfish conditions, was compelled, as a last resource, to summon justice to her 
aid, and she consequently applied to the Tribunal of First Instance at Peath in 
order that the Court should compel her brother-in-law to fulfil bis part of the 
Moraic law in question. The defendant pleaded that Chalifsa was contrary to 
the spirit of the progress of the present century, and that, what was of greater 
import, the Civil Law could not force any person to perform a religious act. 
The Tribunal having found that it was incompetent to decide the knotty point, 


the plaintiff appealed to the Royal Court, which gave a verdict in her favour: 


The Court, in justification of its decision, declared that as the ceremony was not 
physically impossible nor contrary to moral law, the Civil Law had the right 
to order it to be carried out. The defendant, dissatisfied with the verdict, 
appealed in his turn, bat the High Court of Justice purely and simply opheld 
the decision of the Court below; thus the defendant will fiod himself constrained 
to fulfil the obligation which ha alleges is 80 repngiant to his enlightened 
It is not certain whether a similar result would have enened if the 
It is, however, on record 
that the obligation to give Chaiitza usually entered into by the brother of the 
bridegroom was made a legal instrument at least in one instance in England. It 
ig not at all unfrequent that, owing to family differences, great obstacles are 
placed in the way of a brother’s widow carrying out the ceremony described in 
Deut. xxv., 5 10 as essential before she can re-marry. Wé need scarcely remark

TO: TUE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir,— My attention bas been drawn to asomewhat long and rather unpleasant 
correspondence which bas appeared in the pages of your journal, and which hag 
drawn from you in your leader of the Jth some remarks which show that you 
consider many of your various correspondents’ complaints just, and -alvhough 
you urge the public to respond jiberally to the appeal for fauuds made by the 
President of the Board of Guardians in aid of that charity, you consider that the 
conduct of the managers in circulating a list of names among ‘the members of | 
i's various committees, and some other gentlemen who desire to aid them in 
their endeavour to collect funds, is deserving of some of the censure which it 
has called forth. I venture to think that your correspondents and yourself have 
judged without reflecting, and have jidged incorrectly. | 

It is, perhaps, as well to state that [-am not and uever have heen a member 
of the Board of Guardians. I have, from the time of its establishment, greatly 
admired the zeal and ability with which it has been conducted, and have yearly 
contributed my small mite to its funds, without having been.once canvassed in 
any way. I therefore write as an uninterested observer who is not ia any way 
personally affected by any canvassiug lists that may havc been printed. 

I am not, however, unused to superintend the endeavours of charitable 
institutions to collect funds, aud the mode which I and my colleagues have 
adopted has always been to make liste of those persons who would be likely to 
give if properly applied to, and to procure the aid of various friends to the 
charity collecting, so that the applications should be tnade through the most 
influential cliannele possible. The charities, however, with whose collections [ 
have been thus associated have been devoted to some single branch of benevo- 
lence, heir requirements have been comparatively small, and. their collections 
have been brought to a rallying point by some special festivity at which certain 
géntlemen have lent their aid as stewards for the special occasion. 


to administer the relief formerly given by the synagogues to casual poor, it soon 
became to a great extent the general almoner of the community. Tis systematic 
classification of the poor, their individual wants and the relief administered to 


them rendered the Board’s office a reliable source of information to those who 
desired to use discretion in the distribution of private charity. In course of 


time its sphere of usefulness was still further increased and its numerous sub- 


committees formed for special purposes took the place of almost separate special 
charities. Yet the whole of this necessarily costly aad grand institution has beer 


supported and worked by a very inadequate grant from the synagogues, aod by | 
contributions either volunteered or collected by the members of the Boards 
committees aided by a few who have acted as collectors.

_ , SiR,—As your correspondent, Mr. Alex, bas been permitted to accuse me of 
taking “‘ much pains to endeavour to injure the cause of the poor,” I ought to 
have a little space to re state my position. It is not one of antagonism to the 
poor, but I did express indignation, and [ still feel sorrow, at the action of a 
seeming mejority of the members of a Board which has the assurance to set up 
for being the sole friend ¢. the poor in this country. The Board of Guardians 
bas affixed a public stigma on those who regard other associations for the relief 
of the poor as more worthy of confidence. It has also made false charges against 
a number of its own supporters. By so doing it has weakened the feeling of 
trust in its discretion and management, and it has injured other charities in 
using their subscription lists as material for its own list of non-subscribers. I 
fear that the result will be to depress Jewish public institations generally. But 
friends of the poor should be exhorted not to despair of all administrators of 
charity, but, if they cannot continue to encourage the managers of the Board of 
Gusrdiate, to remember the existence of the Spanish and Portuguese Buard of 
Guardiane, the Provincial Boards of Guardians, the Jewish Home, the Judith 
Lady Montefiore Convalescent Home, the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, 
or any of the Free Schools, the Anglo-Jewish Association or the Russo-Jewish 
Committee, &c., or to subscribe to charities such as the London Hospital, the 
Metropolitan Hospital, the Charity Organization Society, &c. 

Iu the same paper in which you published the letter of Mr. Alex, the claims 
of the Society for the Relief of the Indigent Blind, the Emigration Society, the 
Jews’ Hospital, the Westminster Free School, the Hand in Hand Asylum, the 
Bread, Meat and Coal Charity, the Soup Kitchen and the Promoters of Charity, 
and several synag: gues and provincial institutions were directly or incidentally 
put forward. We are not without competition in doing good, and can choose 
the society which is most to our satisfaction. The Board of Guardians has 
entered, amid many remonstrances from its own subscribers, on an unbecoming 
and illegal way of increasing its funds. It has not accepted the golden bridge 
which was built last week in your leading columne for its retreat. The claims 
of decency are still unsatisfied by the public apology to which those wrongly 
included in the list are entitled. 

I, therefore, express distrust of the Board’s good sense, considerateness and 
good taste 7 I reject its claim to supersede every other charitable organization, 
and I repudiate the pretenaion made on ita behalf to ‘hold up to reprobation all 
who do not subscribe to it.

He statei that the Commissions which had been Cousidering the 
Jewish question had well nigh in all instances proposed the most monstrous Besa 
sures, advising their Government to increase the barbarous restrictions already in

“more upon the hapless Israelites that they would eventually be deprived of ey 


means of sustenance, and that twe thirds of the population would be banished to 
the Steppes of Asia. This festival came to us, with its solemn lesson of comfort, 
telling us that the same God who watched over our fathers in the days of yore would. 
be with the remnant of Israel still, But it likewise addressed to us its stern admo. 
nition bidding us emulate the example of the Maccabees, who, conscious of the 
justice of their cause, were strong, and died valiantly. The time had come to prove 
their sympathy with their brethren pressed down by the Colossus of the Bast. Ha 


earnestly advocated concerted action among the leading Jews throughout the ciyj. 


lised globe. He profoundly deplored the fact that the venerable Sir Moseg 
Montefiore could not be permitted, owing to the weight of years, to again brave the 
rigours of winter and plead with the Czar for his people. Those who had studied 
the subject most deeply had come to the conclusion that the time had again arrived 
when, as during the dark ages. their brethren would have to quit in large numbers 
the land in which they were 80 inhospitably treated. The preacher pointed out the 
many difficulties with which the large question of emigration was beset, and 
expressed the confident hope that when the time for carryiag out the project would 
come, the Jews throughout the globe would be prepared to make the heavy sacrifices 
which the plan would entail. He concluded with a prayer, in which he fervently 
besought the A'mighty to fill the hearts of rulers with clemency, and to veuchsafe 
wisdom and energy. to the leaders in Israel, so that they might cope with the crisis 
worthily and successfully. 


DALSTON SyNAGOGUE-—The Rov. A. L. Green preached at the Dalston Syna- 
gogue on Sunday afternoon to a crowded congregation. During the service two 
Scrolls of the Law presente! to the synagogue by Mr. L. Cohen, late of Cambridge 
were placed in the Ark the congregation meanwhile chanting the 24th Psalm, The 


Rav. Mr. Green, who took his text from the Haphtorah of the previous day, briefly 


described at the outset of his sermon the evens which had given rise to the Festival 
of Hanucah. He then referred to the coutinued persecution of ths J ews whose only 
crime was that they were Jews and that they were obedient, honest and industrious ; 


‘but inetead of being regarded as the back tone of civilization they were oppressed by 


the iron rule of their tormentors. It was not true, however, that Jews were dis- 
liked, butit was Judaism which was hated, not because it was noble, but because it 
was too great to admit of the superstitions by which the other religions of the 
world were guided, Antiochus wished to stamp out Judaism by making it illegal 
for Jevs to observe the Sabbath and the Abrahamic rite, or to study or even be in 
possession of the Torah ; for he knew full well that if he could effect these objects 
Jews would still exist as members of a race, but their religion would have been anni« 
hilated. It wassaid that it was sometimes good for Jews to be persecuted. since per- 
secution had the effect of rallying all tothe common banner. How many, asked 
the preacher, before the Judenhetze broke out in Germany, were merely Jews in 


~ name, but not in fealty to their race or religion, Yet when persecution came every 


one exclaimed ‘Iam a Jew.” On the other hand prosperity had the effect of making 
Jews lax in the observance of their religious obligations, especially the keeping of 
the Sabba*h. with regard to which they were so strict in the times of poverty, 
Although our observances had kept us Jews together, it was primarily the Sabbath 
which had been the means of maintaining the tie which united Jew to Jew 
and to his God. Having ridiculed the assertions of those who had begun 
to contend that the Abrahamic rite was cruel and unhealthy and having urged 
the paramount necessity of devoting a portion of leisure time to the study 
of Hebrew and religion, without which Judaism could not exist as many 
tens of years as it had exisfed centuries and milenniums, the preacher exhorted the 
congregation to erect a permanent synagogue for themselves, and to make sacrifices 


to attain thatend. From their numbers and their worldly position, they hada . 
| frvourable opportunity of showing the community what zeal could do, and they 


might rest assured that if they showed themselves to be in earnest, the community 
would not refuse to help them; they might. therefore, hope to have their synagogue 
firmly established. But a synagogue would not alone suffice; neither present, 
however eloquent, nor reader and choir, however musical, could effect. much, for 
they could not expect to be taken to heaven by their ears, Sabbath and religious 
instruction for the children of the congregation was urgently needed, so as to give 
them a knowledge of that language which under God had kept the Jewish race 
together from their first existence to the present day. After alluding to the nat

A meeting af the Board of Guardians was held on Monday last, at the offices of 
the Board, Devonshir» Square, There were present : Mr. Lionen Coun, Prasi- 
dent in the Chair; Messrs, Hf.

The CHAIsMAN after announciag the receipt of £10 in bread, maat, and coal

together is an important one; I therefore took the liberty of specially asking your 
attencance this evening so that whatever be the desision, whe any step or no 
atep be taken, such decision should be supported by aa full a revresentative gather- 
$ co b The question which has broughs us together, 
viz, the recent criticism with regard to the canvassing list. is one of the most 
important that has occupied us for some time. I rise at this early stagé of the 
debate because, although the Boarl has assamed the responsibility of the matter, 
it rewlly arose in the firss. instance with me, I hold in my hand a copy of the 


Sermish Chronicle of the 18th March, which contains a report of my speech at the 


annual meeting of: the Board. In the course of that speech I made the following 
remarks : Then there is the Canvassing Committee. Though this institution has 
been munificently supported, still our area of support is not so large as it ought to 
be. We have 1,0/1 annual subscribers, and 397 donors —of these 397, 124 are also 
subscribers ; consequcati!y, after dedustiag anonymous benefactora, our clicntéle last 
year numbers only about 1,20) individuals—less thau one-half of the seatholders in 
the United Synagogue alone, and not more than one-third of the contributing 
members of the chief metropolitan synagogues. I do not think that this is so 
much the fau't of the people themselves as our own fault. I believe a good deal 
results from our want of organization. Iam glad to take the opportunity of saying 
that my friend, Mr, Lione! Alexander (the Chairman of the Canvassing Committee), 
intends to ask the managers of the different institutions, and the presidents and 
wardens of the different synagogues, to favour him with lists of contributing 
members for the purpose of increasing the number of our supporters in the radius 
within which our support is drawn.” I quote these observations to show you that 
the step we have taken was taken in the full face of the publis, Now this announce- 
ment, having been publi:ly made in March, and the action therein foreshadowed 
having been executed in November, one would think that if the step were to meet with 
any kind of feeling, we should have had an opportunity of measuring this. feeling 
before the work was carried out: yet many months elapsed without our being given 
a scintilla of an idea of thé objections which have now been raisel. And now let 
me say a few words on the character of this outery. I admit that it is the right, 
I may almost say the duty, of every member of the community —if they think. that 
the charity is wrongly aiministered, or if its manigement is at fault—to be as 
Severe as possibie on the managers; but, where there is no charge against the 
administration, [can hardly coaceive that any wrath is jnstifiable which would go 
fo far as to injure the objects for which we exist. Thos» persons who have 
given vent to so much wrath should, in their diatribes or criticisms, separate 
one thing from another, alministration from management, so that the institution 
should not be made to suffer. I do not allude to the isolated individual who has 
Witidrawn his subscription, for such an act must meet with general reprobation ; 
but when some say that we have “ iusulted the dead” by inciuding their names in 
our list, that we ought to have regard to the interests of other institutions ’— 
and I am sure that no one in this room has not the welfare of our other charitable 
bodies at hears, has been dealt at the cohesion of the community,’ 
and inese are some of the expressions which have been used in the correspondence, 
then it appears to me that these words have a teniency to divert public 
attention from the true facts. Such expressions do have some influence on some 
persons who desire to have new channels for the bestowal of their generosity, and 
thus they militate against the interests of charity and of the poor. I admit that 


blow 


we have been somewhat unfortunate in our champions who stepped into the arena 


at the commencement of the controversy. It must not be forgotten that, while it 
is desirable to see young men emulate the example of their predecessors and giving 
vitality and perfection to this institution, we must still desire enthusiasm to be 
tempered with a regard for the susceptibilities of others, No such expression as the 
one employed by one of those champions, who is not a member of this Board, viz., 


that ‘ persons who do not subscribe to this charity deserve to be held up to reproba- 


tion,’ was made with the authority of this Board, in whose name I repudiate any. 
idea of terrorism, of blackmailing or of the desire to exercise undue influence in con- 
nection with the issuing of this list. Itis our duty to endeavour to keep up the 
popularity of this institution, and if we endanger that popularity, then we must 
confess that some mistake or the other has been made, I was surprised tv find that 
the full apology which I made in your name in the appeal I addres-ed to the publics 
through the Jewish press should not have been considered adequate. In your name 
I said, without reserve or hypothesis, that if any error had been made “I sincerely 
apologised to those who considered themselves aggrieved thereat,” and if that expres- 
sion has not succeeded, I am not over sanguine that what I say this evening will have 
any better effect. The list which has been so bitterly assailed was compiled for the 
purpose of assisting those who had promised to canvass for fresh coatributions, so 
that the existing subscribers to the charity should not be troubled by any application 
being made to them. I do not know how it has occurred, my friend Mr, Lionel 
Alexander, the Chairman of the Canvassing Commitee, will, perhaps, accept the 
responsibility, but whether the blame rests with him or with the Clerk of the Board 
it is undoubtedly true that the list is full of mistakes, For my own part I think it 
is a compliment rather than a disparagement to be on a list to be canvassed (and I 
know a list of a fon-Jewish institution in which my name figures every year to be 
dunned), but some persons think otherwise. The question now arises what are we to 
do on the subject’? A suggestion has been made that we should withdraw the list. 


(No, no.) Nothing would beeasier, but in my own mind I feel that if we adopt such 
a course it would be the most empty sham that we could doin the face of the public, | 
‘By withdrawing the list, no copy of which was sent to anyone outside the Board 
and the Jewish Ministry who did not ask for it—and I do not believe that any such 


persous have been guilty of a breach of confilence—we should throw dust into the 


eyes of the community. Everyone has already made such use of the list as he thinks 


ssibie. We should not like to wipe out one faalt, assuming thas any has been com- 


mit.ed, by another, especially as we eannot remedy that which has already occurred: 


It has been stated that the issuing of the list will injure the Board, On this subject [ 
wil! give you some facts. Although the annual appeal to the pu slic was only made on 


the 9th.of December (six days later than last year), we have received up to date dona- . 
- tions amounting to £380 against £160 received upto the same period last year and £63 _ 
in new annual subscriptions against £36 last year. There are thus many persons 


who do not joia in the outcry which has been made against us on account of any 
mistake that has been made. In your name I again apologise to any gentleman who 
feels hurt at. any remarks made with regard to non-subscribers to this charity, and | 
repeat that we cannot be answerable for every expression comlag from every gentle- 
man connected with this institution, and that the list was simply used for the purpose 
of aiding the canva-s-rs ia the task of obtaining increased support for our 
institution. I hope and believe that such increased help will result nut from the 
list, but from the attention which has been called to toe claims of the charity. But 
if I should be mistaken, and if the noise which has been made leaves an echo 


behind it which injures the poor whom we are called upon to a-sist, then your duty 


is clear. I am leaving England for about a month, and shall therefore not be abie 
to take an active share iu our work duriug that time ; but I will cheerfully work on 
my return and it will be your duty to rally round the institution at this time, and 


- to make atonement for any mistake that may have arisen, or for any expressions that 


may have been undesignedly used, so that no harm be done to the good cause, If, 
however, the opinion should prevail to-night that the list ought to be withdrawn, or 
that a circular should bea issuel ackaowledginy that mistakes have been made, and 
expressing regret thereat, the execative will not feel tnemselvea humiliated at such 
a course of action being adopted, I can say nothing further, but-do not let us be 
deterred by any false sentiments of pride from doing that which is right and proper, 
We must do ali wo ean for the poor, and for that reason and that reason alone we 
all of us wish to maintain the prestige of this great institution, (Loud cheera), 
Mr. DAVID BueNJAMLN deemed it his duty to inform the Board taat though the 


Chairman had kindly taken the onus oa himseli, the proposal to issue the canvassing 


list had in reality emanated from him, 

Mr. Lewts EMANveL believed that the frank and manly manner in which the 
Chairman had expressed himself was a faitafual reflex of tho feelings of the Board. 
[In his opinion, any indiscretion that had bsea com-nitied was mate by those who, 
having received the canyassing list, communicated its contents to others, but he did 
not think that this was done wita any malevoleat inteation, Those who considered 
themselves hurt snould be satisfied with the manly expressions of regret published 
in the Jewish Chronicle by their Chairman in his appeal, - 

Mc. A. E. Sypney, in moving thas no farther action be taken with respect to 
the criticisms on the issuing of the Canvassing List, observel that whatever had 
been done was done by the entire Board with its sanction. The managsment of the 
Board should, in his opinion, be carried on witaeut coasideriug asytning that was 
said by the press, He did not. however, mean that tasy should always refuse to be 
guided by public opinion Peraaps it mighs have deen weli if th» Board hol hesi- 
tated before issuing the list, because it was evident that some persons, exercising the 
privilege of being Jews and Englishmea, would grumole aad geé disvvontaated; but 
h: did not think that the noise which had been made was warranted by the actual 
facts. , It was unfortunate that one of the twochampious of the charity (he referced 
toa gentleman who was not a member of that Boari) had not been a little older, as 
he might have exercised a little more wisdom in wiat he had writvea, Toe Board 
could not entirely disavow his utterances, but he (Mr, Syduey) strongly condemned 
the action of the editor of a public journal who had coupled the Board with its 
defenders in this matter, He had failed to lsarn, as that editor had asserced, that 
the action of the Board had the effect of causing any discomfort, and, a4 they had 
heard from the Chairman, it had as yet had no unfavourabdls elfect from a financial 
point of view, He thought that if the Board were to be deterred from carrying oa 
ite business from fear of what might be writtea tu the press, thea the members 
might as well resign their posts aitogether iu favour of other men. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarta said that he spoke with ditidence on the subject, with 
which, owing to his absence from Enaglaad, he kuew very titvie. this owt lately 
been whoily occupied with the subject of the disastrous conlitiva of tov Rassian 
Jews, whose persecution was, in his cpinion, the greatest calamity that had 
occurred to the Jewish nation since the days of Titus. he bad not seen 
the list which had stupidly received the qualifisation of a * black hist,’ and he had 
only glanced at the correspondence iu the Jevish Crronicle, bat he Was aware tuat 
the Canvassing Committee had with nobdleness aud devutivoag undertakea the dis- 
agreeable task of appealing for contribations. Taat those gentlemeu should be 
' furnished with a list of possible contributors was only proper, vit that the same list 

should be handed to persous HOv COuLEe sted with the Board ssemed to him au act of 
incaution, which amounted: to an error on their part aud which be deeply regretted, 
The mistakes that had been made, though likely Uo create Irritation amou y subscribers 
who found their pames in the list or rdiatives Of decvased who also 
figured thereia, were, however, clearly nothings bat tecautcal ecross, ile agrecd with 
the Chairman that some apology was dus to those persons, and he therefore moved 
“that this Board, endorsing the expression used by the President in his letter of 
appeal and in his speech this evening, regrets thao olfeuce should uuintentionally 
have been given to anyone in respect to the Canvassing list . 

Mr. Lionret L, ALEXANDER, in secondinyg the motion, observed that a large share 
of the responsivility rested on his shoulders, ile was not anxious to admiv tuat any 
indiscretion had been committed ; he thought that the motives of the Goard aud the 
Canvassing Committee were goyd, but they had been misvoustrued by a portion of 
the public. The issuing of a Canvassiug List was no new experiineut, siuge a similar 
list was printed in 1867 with the title of ‘ List of Non-Subscribers to the Jewish 
Board of Guardians,’ when no outcry bad, as far be Was aware, boven raised, as had 
been the case in the preseut instance. He was not willing to acknowledye that the 
errors in the list, which contained sume 3,000 names ani which had twice been 
revised in the oflice of the Board, were as great as they hal becu made ous to be, 
He was sorry that tue correspondents who wrote to the Jewish Chronicle had given 
the list the title of a “ black list,’ and he was also surry to fiud that the editor of such 

-@ paper as the Jewish Chronicle endorsed that titie, With regard to the gentleman 
who had withdrawn his subscription from the Board, he (Mr, Alexander) had written 
to him before his letter appeared in the Jewish Chronicle, apologiwiug for the error 
whith had been made in inc)uding his same in the list aid asking lo withdraw from a 
step which might injure the charity, but the appeal Lalapparentiy been made in vain, 
The number of copies of the list that had ‘been issued were L149, viz, 100 to the 
members of the Board and its Committees, $2 to the members of the Jewish clergy, 
and .9 to other canvassers who had applied for such lists, As a complaint had been 
made with reference to a post-card, he begged to explain that as the majority of the 
80 or 90 persons who had been applied to to assist la Canva-sing had aot repiied, 
another letter was sent to them requesting them, in the event of their being willing 
to canvass, to fill in and returo to the office a post-card, oa. which they were to 
express such willingness and to ask fora copy ot the sist. The lists being at the 
oflice, it was necessary that special applications should be made for copies, and none 
were issued without such request, | | 

Mr. SruART M, SAMUEL, as one of those who had defended the action of the 
Board, disavowed avy intention to convey in his letter to the Sewish Chronicle any 
opinions of the Board. He had merely written as a private individual and never 
intended to defend or apologise for the Board, With regard to the list itself, its very 
imperfections showed that 16 was not intended to meet the public gaze, He did not 
think that it was the business of the Board to take notice or answer the criticisins of 
‘anonymous correspondents, whether they wrote in a high class journal or not was 
not the question, for if these persons had the courage of their convictions they would 
aleo have the couraye of aflixing their names to their letters. La the event of Mr, — 
Syduey’s motion not having been seconded, he would be happy to do so, See 

‘The GHAIRMAN having pointed out that Mr, Mocatta’s motion was the only one 

before the meeting, Mr. A. SYDNKY expressed his willingness to make bis proposal 
ab ameudment to the resolution of Mr. Mocatta,. The amendment was accordingly
